RISE OF STALINGRAD 


Recent visitors to Stalin- 


grad, notably Drew Middle- 
ton of the New York Times, 
report that it is beginning 
to rise from its ruins. Peter 
Buchnev, deputy chief arch- 
itect for its reconstruction, 
says all is still going slowly, 
but he has plans for the 
built city about 20 
from now. Buchnev sees a 
broad 
boulevard running 


the 40-mile length 
of 
the 


city on the Volga, with an 
avenue 300 feet wide con- 
necting this with A beauti- 
ful Memorial Square, 
and 


the boulevard itself widen- 
ing into a Square of Glory 
in the center of the city. 


So far, work Is in the 


stage of constructing a base 
lor reconstruction, says Mr. 
Buchnev. Plants are being 
built to make bricks, a fac- 
tory going up to make pre- 
fabricated houses. 


But the work accelerates 


a little all the time. 
The 


great tractor plant is turning 
out new tractors. In some 
parts of the city rubble is 
sti11 being h a u l e d away 
An interesting touch men- 
tioned by Mr. Middleton i« 
that of German prisonera 
feeding scrap from the bat- 
tlefields into the furnace. 


The tractor plant was the 


great pride of Stalingrad. 
About 60 per cent of the old 
working force are now em- 
ployed there, and us fast aa 
tractors are turned out, they

FOR MENTAL HEALTH 


The national mental health 


institute to be built outside 
Washington during the next 
two years will be a great 
gain in this country's sad 
facilities for caring for the 
mentally ill. 
The hospital, 


which will be administered 
by the U. S. Public Health 
Service, will most $7,500,- 
000 and will 
have 
about 


$10,000,000 a year to spend 
on its program. 


Purposes of the institute 


are to conduct research on 
mental illnesses, help with 
similar research all over the 
country, give financial aid 
to 
hospitals 
and 
schools 


working in the field, and 
help the various states with 
their program. It will serve 
as both leader and coordin- 
ating force for all such work. 


The need for such an in- 


stitute is unquestioned. 
At 


present half of all the hos- 


pital beds in the country are 
used by mental patients, and 
over 125.000 persons with 
mental difficulties are 
ad- 


mitted each year. Stories of 
the shortage of facilities for 
handling fhese patients, and 
of crowded conditions 
and 


unsatisfactory 
treatment, 


a'e all 
too common. The 


problems usually go back to 
two causes—lack of money* 
and lack of personnel train- 
ed in this special field.

The mentally ill deserve 


just as 
good 
professional 


treatment as the physically 
ill, but in general they have 
had IPS? attention, less care, 
and 
l e s s 
understanding 


The new mental health in- 
stitute is long overdue.
